<t After having stated these three points, as 
subjects of discussion, the British Commis. 
sioners added, that before they desired any 
Auswer from us, they felt it ikcumbent upon 
them to deelare, that the British Government 
did not deuy the right of the Americans to the 
fisheries generally, or in the open seas, but 
that the privileges, formeriy granted by treary 
to the United States, of fishing within the lie 
mits of the British jurisdiction, and of landing 
and drying fish on the shores of the British 
territories, would not be renewed without 
an equivalent. 

‘The extent of what was considered by 
them as waters peculiarly British, was not 
stated. From the manner in which they 
brought this subject into view, they seemed 
to wish us to understand that they were not 
anxious that it should be discussed, and that 
they ouly intended to give us notice that these 
privileges had ceased to exist, and would not 
be agsin granted without an equivalent, nor 
unless we thought proper to provide eapresoly 
in the treaty of peace for their renewal, 

‘€ The British Commissioners having stated 
that these were all the subjects which they 


intended to bring forward, or ta suggest, re- 
qaested to be informed, whether we were 
instructed fo enter into negociation on these 
several points? and, whether there was any 
amongst those which we thought it unnecese 
sary to- bring into the negotiation? and they 
desired us to state, ou our part, such other 
subjeets as we might intend to propose for 
discussion in the course of the negociation. 
The meeting was then adjourned to the next 
day, in order to afford us the opportunity of 
consultation among ourselves, before we 
gave am answer. j 

In the course of the evening of the same 
day, we received your letters of the 25rh and 
27th of June. 

«There could be no hesitation, on our 
part, in informing the British Commissioners, 
that we were not instructed on the subject of 
Indian pacification or boundary, and of fishes 
ries. Nordi it seem probable, although neie 
ther of these points had been stated with sufe 
ficient precisiou in that first verbal conference, 
that they could be admitted mm any shape. We 
did not wish, however, to prejudge the result, 
or by any hasty proceedinz abruptly to break

NOTE OF THE BRITISIE COMMISSIONERS) DATED

This Note was received by the American 
Commissioners after the above letter was writ. 
ten, and embraces all thé topics of the confer… 
ences which took place on the 19th August, 
with the exception of the islands in Passamaa 
guoddy Bay. Itsets out with expressing some 
Surprize that the American Plenipotentiarics 
should not have been furnished with instroc. 
tions on those points which could hardiy fait 
of coming under discussion. . It then professes 
a willingness on the part of the British Gov. 
erament to accept à provisioual article upon 


the subject of Kadian Boundaries aud Indian 


Pacification, thich are stated to be a sine qua 
non of any treaty bf peace. Fhe Note then 
“proceeds ás Follows: 

Ce Asthe undersigned are desirons of stating every 
poiat in connection with the_ subject, Shich may rea- 
‘sonably inffuence the decision of the American Pieni- 
potentiaries in the exercise of their „discretion, they 
‘avail themselves of this opportanity to repeat what 
théy have already ‘stated, that Great Britain desires 
„the revision vf the frontier between her North Aime- 
rican derminions and those of the United States, not 
with any view to an acquisition of territory, as 
such, but for the prrpose of ‘securing her pos- 
sessions, and prêventing future disputes. The British 
Covernmefit contider (he Lakes, from Lake Ontario to 
Lake Superior, both inclusive, to be the uacural mili- 
tafy frontier of the British possessioris in North A- 
inerica. As ttre weaker power on the Nòrth American 
continent, the feast capable of acting offensively, and 
the most exposed fo sudden irväsion, Grear Britain 
considers the military occapation of thêse Lakes as 
necessary to thesecurity of her domîntons. A boun- 
dary line €qually dividing these waters, with a right to 


„each hation to arin, boh apon the Lakes and upon 
their shores, is calculated to create a contest for maval 


‘ascendancy in peace as, well âs in war. “The power 
Which occupies these Lakes should, as ‘a necessary

The Note'concluëcs with intimatiug, that 
should the American Commissioners feel it ne-

time of resuming the conferences, might ren-

GENERAL ORDERS, 

Our companions in arfes have triubphed over the 
‘enemy. At 4 o'clock P. M. on the Bih inst, Fort 
Bowyer was attacked, by a supetior British naval and 
land force, and the enemy‘was repelsed at all points. 
The naval force conisisted of twò ships ‘from 24 to 28 
guns, mounting 32-poknd ‘carronades, with three 
tenders, all under the command of Comtmodore Sir 
W. IL. Percy: The land forces of thè ‘énefiy cônsist- 
‘ed of 100 marines, vader the command of Capt. Wood- 
bine, of the British army, and a 12-pounder and 
howitzer, under the direction of a Brìtish captain of 
the royal artillery. Our efectìve force oppose to the 
eneiny, was about 120 mea, of whou: not more’ than 99 
were engaged. 


The leading ship, calleâ the Iefihes, Commodore 
Sie W. MH. Percy, having approached within the reach 
‘of our guns, our battery Opened upon her; the guns of 
“which were Ered in succession as they coald be brooght 
to bear; afd ut 20 ininttes after 4 FP M. the enguage- 
‘ment hecanië general. _Aboft this tie the eneniy on 
Shore with Cot. Nicolis, at the head of the mariics, 
Captain Woodbine, at the head of their allies the 
Indians, aad the captain of the British royal artillery, 
‘With his battery were pôt tô Bizht, hy two Äischarget 
‘of grape aud cabuister from a G-jouider. At 5 P, M. 
the Comuedore's ship swang head on tò o@r battery, 
when we were enabled to rake her so eHlectùally ab to 
silence her guns. Having cut her cable by our shot, 
she drifted out nd grounded stern on, within 700 
yards, which agai afordèd ús ad épportutity ef 
raking her, aad we continuèd doing so while there was 
tight enough to Bee that her colours were Byings just 
aboût sun set thè other vessels cut their cables and 
Blood off With a tight breeze, ûnder a tremkendaous 
fire from: òur battery. 

At ygüarter padt seven we discovered the conimo- 

‘dore's ships to Be on fire, and at tea P. M. her ma- 
gazine blew up. 
‚ We caïúot ascertain the precise toss of the etemy, 
but from deserters, who camê in the morning after 
the battle, we learn that the contmander and only 2Ó 
meù escaped from the Herines3 her crew heing origie 
nally 1170. That 83 were killed and woundeil on board 
te Charon. The logs on board thé brigs is tinknown, 
but must Rave been Very great from the circumstance 
óf oúe of (hem being infinitely more exposed than the 
Châron. Our loss wás four killed and Ave wounded. 
Daring thé hottest part of the action our flag staff 
being Shot away, the ffag was immediately regained 
tader a heavy fire of grape and cannister, and hoisted 
où a sponge staff «nd planted on the parapet. 


Thij achievement of oùr brothers iÀ arms ?%s dear to 
us, amb calls for and will have the gratitude of a 
grateful couütry?t ur arms havè triùmphed over the 
enemy. The brave officers, noù-Gomimistioged officers, 
and privates, under the command of the gallant Major 
Lawrence, have done their duty, and in point of cool 
and determined courage their conduct Caanot be sur- 
passed. Thêrc was but vnè fecling pervading every 
grade and raùk throughout the whólè action, and that 
was who should be foremost in the face of glory; 
with them the poêt of danger was the post of honouùr.

ImrPoRTANT REPort.—A report from the Treasury 
Department was yesterday laid before the House of 
Representatives, from the pen of the new Secretary, 
Mr. Dallas. The deep interest of the subject of the 
letter, gäve a point to the attention with which the 
maiden report of a publie officer is generally recelved. 
That attention was well bestowed on the present ec- 
casion, on a copious report, of great ability,as ta the 
‘matter, and precision and perspicuity as to the style. 

Not having room to-day to publish the report, & 
‘faint outline will give the reder a general idea of ifs 
nature. The present wants of the nation the ina- 
dequacy of its present weans of defraying them, and 
the depreciation of public credit are frankly exposed; 
the necessity fora prompt application of a remedy is 
stated, the extensive rcgources of the nation developed 
and the reizedy which he approses is presented if 
strong lines. The two principat features are, IL. A 
considerable increase of the present direct aad internal 
taxes, calculated tó próduce seven or eight millions 
d-year, in order with the proceeds of the present 
Tevenuë, to èstablish a solid basis which wilt support 
the public faith in unbroken strength. 2 À bold 
recommendation of‘sesemstablishment (at Philadelphia)

The bilt for raising troops for the defence of this 
Stare passedthe Senate in Cormittee on Saturday. 
It provides for the raising of twelve thousand men 
For two years by classificatioù. The bill was referred 
to à select committeë to Êll úp tke blanks.

On the 13th October, Mr. Madison submitted to 
Congress copies of the instructions to the American 
Commissioners, charged to nezociate à peace with this 
country. They comwênce witha tetter, of the L5th 
April, 1813, from Mr. Monroe, occupying nearly teven 
calumut, in small print. This letter is drâwa Cp in 
contemplation of the Russian ofer of mediatio being 
accepted, and insists upon the Introdactiun vf articles 
in (ke proposed treaty, recogniting the American 
claius, on the subiect of impressment, blocuâde, and 
the trade with the colonies of oùr enemies. A Ietter 
of the 28th January, 1814, aëthorises the Com. 
mtisbioners, in addition to their instructiòns où the 
ahove points, to propose indemnity on both sides for 
the destraction of all ùnfortified towns and other pro- 
per!y, coutrary to the laws and usages of war, and 
te restorálion óf negroes taken from the sóutkern 
states, er payment for theut. A létter of the 2Tun 
June, 1814, cmpowers the Commissioners to omiit. if 
indispensibly vecessary any stipulation on the súbject 
of impressment3 but they are directed to make a 
declaration or protest, that the Silence of the Treaty 
on this head is not to be construed into an adinission 
of the British clainis. On the 21th óf September 
Mr. Madison laid before Congress a correëpondence 
with Adinirsl Cochrane, relative to the retaliatory 
warfare along the sea coast. The Admirál. in à leitec 
of the lOth intimated that his condùct had beea 
sanctioned by a further Pequêst from Sir G. Brevost 
and that he must persist in it, ùnleë3 remèneration 
was made for the outrages in Canada, or until he 
received farther instructions from his Government. 
In a message to both Houses, òh the 2d October the 
President com;nunicated a Report from the Secretary 
of State representing that measures were taken for 
continuing tbe diplomatic relatious: with France, and 
for venewing them with Spains that lIlolland had sent 
out a plenipotêntiary $ and that id the relations with 
the other Continental Powêrs no change had taken 
place. A próposal for the purchase of Mr. Jefferson’s 
library is under discussion in Congress. Letters from 
Sackett’s Harbour of the 19th Sept. state, that Ge- 
neral lzard’s army was then embarking on board of 
Chauncey’s squadton, to be landed at the head of 
Lake Ontario. Sir J. Yeo's squadroá retutned to 
Kingston oa the Îèth. Admiral Cochrane's squadron 
had again entered the Patuxent, and anotner attick 
on Baltimore was appretended. The British had 
builtupwards of 100 boats at St. George’s I-land, 
À landing was made on the 5th October, with upwards 
of 2000 men, in Westmoreland County, Virginia. In 
the new elections for Members of Congress the 
Federalists have succeeded in New. Hampshire, 
Vermont, and Maryland. On the 29th of August, 
Col. Nichols issued a proclamation at Pensacola, 
Calling upon the people of Louisiana and Kentucky 
to tirow off the yoke of the American Government. 
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
